Britain to ‘Boss’ Farmers, 
~ Guarantee Prices for Crops 


LONDON, (AP)—The Labor gov- * 


ernment, preparing to take over 
the country’s 20,000-mile railway 
system as a nationalized enterprise, 
announced new plans Thursday to 
boss Britain's farmers 

Legislation just introduced 
authorize extensive supervision of 
farming and guarantee prices for 
many crops. It provides the gov- 
ernment can take away the pro- 
perty of farmers who refuse to 
abide by official advice on how to 
grow things. The bill is part of 
the parliamentary social and in- 
dustrfal “revolution” promised by 
the Labor party in 1945. 

Although a white paper issued 
with copies of the bill did not men- 
tion it, another reason for the 
drive toward greater food produc- 
tion was the husbanding of British 
foreign exchange much of 
is spent for imported foods, 

Give Broad Powers 

The white paper declared a sec- 
tion dealing with guaranteed prices 
and assured markets gave food and 
agriculture ministers “admittedly 
wide powers” to “do anything neces- 
sary to achieve the purpose” of the 
law. 

Cost of guaranteeing prices “can- 
not accurately be estimated in ad- 
vance,” the white paper said. 

Technological and mechanical 
improvements in farming methods 
will be offered to landowners and 
tenants through a country-wide 
agricultural advisory service. For 
those who won't take the govern- 
ment’s advice the bill “enables the 
minister to place them under super- 
vision, to issue directions to them, 
and if necessary, to dispossess 
them.” 

Appeal Dispossession 

Dispossessinn notices could be ap- 
pealed, however, to local tribunals 
drawn from landlords, tenants and 
farm workers. 

The white paper said better 
wages, better housing and “the pro- 
vision of a satisfactory career on 
the land” would be offered to at- 
tract men to farming. 

Minimum prices and guaranteed 
markets provisions will apply to 
fattened livestock, milk, eggs, grain,

potatoes and sugar beets.

Among methods of guaranteeing 
| prices and markets the white paper

for one year,

Notorious Outlaw 
Dies in Australia 


MELBOURNE, (AP) — Jim Kelly, 
the last member of Australia’s most 
nortorious bush-ranging family, is 
dead. 

He died near the small Victorian 
town of Glenrowan, the scene of 
the Kelly gang's last fight with 
police on June 29, 1880, He was more 
than 90 years old. 

Jim was in jail for bush-ranging 


— when four members of the Kelly 
gang —- two of them Kellys —- ter- 
rorized large areas of New South 
Wales and Victoria from 1878 to 
1880. In February, 1879, they took 
control of the New South Wales 
town of Jerilderie for three days. 
Eventually, the four were corn- 
ered in a Glenrowan hotel. Their 
26-year-old leader, Ned Kelly, wear- 
ing a 100-pound suit of armor made 
from plowshares, emerged and 
fought 10 policemen for 30 minutes 
before leg wounds disabled him. 
The three other bush-rangers 
held out in the hotel against 50 
police until the building caught fire 
and they died in the flames.

Report People Supplying Food 


To Greek Partisan Troops 


By Walter Welebit &. 


BELGRADE, (AP)—-Greek Parti- 
san troops high on Mount Paikos 
south of the Yugoslav border told 
this reporter that people in all the 
villages behind guerilla lines have 
been giving food, shelter, clothing 
and meagre medica] attention to 
the irregulars. 

I have just returned from a 
three-day tour of Greek Partisan 
territory in northern Macedonia in 
company with Peter Furst, cor- 
|respondent for Reuters, and June 
| Tannan, of Overseas New agency. 

With the help of Macedonian | 
peasants, I skirted a Greek army 
outpost and talked with Partisans 
and villagers in the general area 
of Mt. Kaimakchalan and Mt. | 
Paikos, due north of Edessa and | 
about 65 miles northwest of Salon- | 
ika, the locale of the most severe | 
guerilla fighting in Greece. 


People Live in Terror 

The guerillas appeared to be con- 
stantly in operation. Partisan 
commanders and fighting men and 
women said the people of the vil- 
lages lived in terror of the Greek 
army and gendarmerie, relating 
many stories of killings by gendar- 
mes. 

Villagers asserted there had been 
“discrimination in the distribution 
of UNRRA goods.” They said their 
village received only one allotment 
in two years and this consisted of | 
only a few cans of milk and some 
clothes. 

In strange contrast, Yugoslav 
people just on the other side of 
the border were receiving full aid 
and spending their entire time re- 
building their homes and roads. 
Not a single Greek road we travel- 
led had been repaired. 

No evidence was found that | 
Greek army troops or the gendar- | 
merie ever had set foot inside 
Yugoslav territory. 

Claims United Front 

A deputy commander of Partisan 
forces assured us the guerillas were 
presenting a united front in their 
fight against the Greek govern- 
ment. 

He showed us a communique | 
which carried at the bottom the | 
same slogan used by all official or 
public papers in Yugoslavia: “Death 
to Fascism—freedom to the people.” 

Another crudely printed “open 
letter” handed us by the Partisan | 
commander outlined demands and 
proclaimed the ‘ormation of a/| 
“Greek democratic army.” It de- | 
nied the Partisans were receiving | 
aid from Yugoslavia or Bulgaria.

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Plan 10 New Arctic Stations _ 


To Aid Weather Forecasts 


TORONTO, (CP) — Expansion of* 


a chain of weather stations around 
the Arctic’s rim would enable Can- 
adian weathermen to tell with a 
high degree of accuracy when a 
big storm is about to roll down over 
the northern half of this continent, 
Andrew Thomson, Canada’s new 
controller of meteorological services, 
said in an interview, 

Currently only six stations chart 
weather in the Arctic, Within three 
years they will number 16. But Mr. 
Thomson said 26 are needed for an 
adequate report. 


In addition, the network of wea- | 


ther observers would help determine 
what conditions affect flying in the 
Arctic and if trans-polar flights can 
be made safely and regularly. 

So few weather stations spot the 
polar expanses at present that met- 
eorologists call the Canadian-U, S. 
sector of the Arctic north of 66 de- 
grees north latitude the “blind spot.” 
It covers 500,000 square miles, 

Only Six Stations 

Only six stations watch the wea- 
ther in that vast region, as compared 
with 164 in an equivalent area ex- 


tending north, east and west from | 


Toronto, Facing the six Canadian- 
American stations are more than 
200 stations in the European- Asiatic 
segment, 
Russia, 
To forecasters, the “blind spot” is 


of vital importance because that is | 
where most of North America’s most | 


paralyzing storms are born, Mr, 
Thomson said, Cold polar air piles 
up there, seethes for a day or two 
and then heads south to chill mil- 
lions of Canadians and Americans 


and possibly cause death, damage | 


and disruption of communications, 
“We need to know what's cooking 
in the Arctic,” said Mr. Thomson. 


“The six stations now operating en- | 
able a forecaster to tell when air is | 
Piling up in the Arctic but the infor- | 
mation he has is so sketchy that he | 


can't tell for certain where the cold 
air mass is about to break through 
or whether it will go east or west. 
When it does start to move, he can 
hardly tell definitely how low tem- 


peratures are going to drop” 


Personnel Is Problem 


Finding suitable personnel is one | 
of the main considerations in setting | 


up the new stations and the de- 
partment hopes to find and train 
young men with the pioneering spi- 
rit, preferably engineering students 


or radio amateurs with the knack of | 


setting up and handling scientific 
equipment 


Severa] war veterans now are tak- |

“We do not claim that additional 
Arctic information would guarantee 
more perfect weather forecasts at 
any particular time or place,” said 
Mr. Thomson, “But additional] data 
on Arctic weather will surely re- 
sult in the improvement of some 
forecasts, 

Improve Confidence 

“Some blizzards will be foreseen 
earlier, some storm tracks will be 
plotted better and some flying wea- 
ther forecasts will be more accurate. 
Improvement of public confidence 
in weather forecasts for cold wave 
phenomena will result in more wide- 
spread precautions. 

“If a single major blizzard can be 
foreseen in time to permit adequate 
precautions to be taken, warning of 
its approach may save lives, crops, 
stock and property representing 
more than the whole annual cost of 
an Arctic network. If one airline 
accident is prevented by a _ better 
forecast, the value can reach 
$1,000,000, Pe 

“Then there is the question of 
Arctic flying. Explorers say winds 
are low on some of the Arctic seas. 
Perhaps that means low-altitude 
flying would be best for Arctic con- 
ditions, On the other hand, air- 
craft might find it better to fly 
high over the polar regions. We 
don't know enough about Arctic 
weather yet to say what is best.”

Law Must Be Law 


At Calgary on Tuesday, Chief Justice How- 
son issued a temporary injunction against strik- 
ing employes of the MacCosham company, num- 
bering 25 drivers and 15 warehousemen, 

The incident is bound to attract wide atten- 
tion because in very few instances have Can- 
adian courts issued injunctions to restrain 
strikers, A Vancouver court did so a few months — 
ago, after striking employes of the Province 
newspaper had upset a delivery truck and staged 
unlawful picketing, 

The two occurances within so short a 
period will be studied all across the Dominion, 
by employers, employes and the general public. 
The suggestion is that labor unions are tending 
more toward lawlessness than in the past, or 
that the courts are taking a more serious view 
of their responsibility to prevent such tactics. 

The Calgary injunction was sweeping, It 
forbade the strikers to establish piéket lines or 
to in any way interfere with the company or its 
employes in the carrying on of business, on or 
near the company’s premises or elsewhere, 

The basis of the order was a claim presented 
by the company’s lawyers to the effect that the 
strike was illegal, The strikers had not, it was 
said, applied for a conciliation commissioner, 
taken a strike vote, offered to negotiate, or refer- 
red the matter in dispute to a board of arbitra- | 
tion. All which is required by the law of Al- 
berta. 

The injunction granted was temporary. It 
provided that the defendants could at any time, 
by giving one day's notice, have the legality of 
their action brought into court, argued, and ad- 
judged. The effect therefore was to stay picket- 
ing or other interference with the operations of 
the company until the strikers ask for a verdict 
on whether or not they have kept within the law. 

Sweeping as the injunction is, and rare as

such orders have been, there is therefore no | 
hardship imposed upon the defendants, If they 
fee] that they have not violated the law, the 


courts are open to them and they are invited to 
ask for a chance to present their case, It is to 
be hoped they will do this, To refuse to do so 
would be construed as an admission of guilt— | 
and would make the temporary injunction per- 
manent automatically, 


In that respect the court order
